The People So Enraged by the Atrocity of 
His Crimes That They Threaten Lynch- 
Law—Kushed Off to Nashville. 


NasnvILLx, Tenn., May 23.—[ Special. 
After a five hours’ siege, early this morning, 
George Dunnaway, the notorious murderer 
and fugitive from justice, was captured by 
Sheriff DeJarnett and two deputies, at the 
home of his father, Jake Dunnaway. 

The scene of the capture was in the wildest 
part of Rutherford county. 

The sheriff had information of Dunnaway’s 
return home, and late last night went to the 
house. Dunnaway was locked in his room, 
and the officers were unable to effect an 
entrance. Dunnaway made two attempts to 
escape from the house, but was each 
time fired at, one pistol ball 
passing through his hat. 

THE FUGITIVE SURRENDERS. 

At daylight assistance arrived, and the 
hunted man quietly gave up, He was taken 
to Murfreesboro and jailed. His capture ere- 
ated great excitement, and unless he is spir- 
ited away he will doubtless be lynched to- 
night. 


HIS FEARFUL CRIME. 

The crime for which Dunnaway was wanted 
is one of the most atrocious ever committed in 
the state. On the night of February 20, last 
year, after eating supper, he coolly drew a re- 
volver ang shot his uncle James Dunnaway. 
The ball severed hig jugular and 
e almost instant death. Another 

all. was sent to the old 
man's heart. He then shot Mrs. Dunnaway, 
breaking her jaw. He beat her over the head, 
causing injuries from which she has never 
fully recovered. 
THE MOST FIENDISH DEED. 

The murderer then seized his pretty cousin 
and sweetheart, and dragged her from the 
house. He compelled her to walk over a 
mile through muddy fields to his brother's, 
and committed repeated outrages on the way. 
He left her here and made his escape. 

Search has been made for him all over the 
south, and numerous arrests have been made 
of parties suspected to be Dunnaway. The 
man presents a haggard, hunted appearance. 
He has so far declined to state where he has 
been. 

RESCUED FROM LYNCHERS. 

Owing to the intense excitement at Mur- 
freesboro, and the almost certainty that Dun- 
noway would be lynched if allowed to re main 
at that place, the murderer was rushed from 
the jail to this depok just at train time this 
evening, and brought to the Nashville jail. 
He was hand-cuffed to two of his captors 
There wasa reward offered of seven hundred 
and fifty dollars for his arrest.

© people of Egypt welcome the overflow 
of the King asa eaten, It is to the agricul- 
ture of that country what rain and fertilizers 
are to this. So well is this understood there 
that the government taxes the tillers of the 
soil in proportion to the extent of the inunda- 
tion. If the Nile gives its ovorflow there are 
no other conditions upon which the 
crop depends, except the labor and 
skill o tillage. The rise begins 
about the rat of June and 
reaches its culmination in September. 

Every day four criers go through the streets 
of Cairo crying the height of the inundation. 
If the Nile rises less than eighteen feet, it is 
not favorable, and crops will be poor. If it 
rises more than thirty feet, damage is done by 
the flood. The fellaheen who till the soil live 
in villages built on slight elevations, so 
as to avoid the overflow. These villages 
consist of mud huts, with now 
and there a minaret, and sometimes a grove of 
palm trees. 

As to the history of the Nile, 
well ask for the history of Egypt in a para- 
mi a for the Nile is intimately associated 
with the life of the country, and for that mat- 
ter was to a large extent the life of the coun- 
try.

Its building is 
covered from top to bottom with confederate 
colors, and battle-flags wave from every win- 
dow. None but confederate colors are dis- 
pares: The only legend that appears on the 

acade of the building is this: R. E. Lee; 
America’s greatest man.“ 

These confederate decorations will be fol- 
lowed up tomorrow by the States in a twenty- 
yage paper, styled the confederate edition, 
filled with hitherto unpublished war articles, 
reminiscences and confederate battle songs. 
The students of William and Mary college, 
who will take part in the unveiling ceremo- 
nies, will bear a beautiful standard which was 
the flag of Virginia when she was a British 
colony. It greatly resembles the last adopted 
confederate flag. The union is modeled after 
the British union jack, and the field is white, 
except that at the end are three red, white and 
blue bars. On one side is ‘Williamsburg, 
1774; on the other Raleigh Cave.“

A STATE BANK FAILS. 


The Cashier Was the Endorser of His Own 
Notes. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 23. Bg wot 
The bank of middle Tennessee, at Lebanon, 
has made an assignment. The failure created 
great surprise, as the bank’s affairs were gen- 
erally thought to be in excellent condition. 
The directors explain the failure in a circular, 
which states that the majority of the bank 
stock is owned by the late cashier, Mr. S. T. 
Mottley, who had the reputation of being quite 
wealthy. The extent of his indebtedness was 
not known. The directors, in common with 
the whole people, did not fora moment doubt 
his resources were greatly in excess of his 
liabilities. 

It has recently transpired that he was largely 
bound as surety in divers claims held by the 
bank. These facts becoming generally known 
have caused misgiving among depositors, and 
so much of the cash has been withdrawn that 


‘tHe officers could not have carried on business 


another day. The assets amount to eighty- 
five thousand dollars, of which fifty-five are 
in notes, and of these Mr. Mottley was surety 
for twenty-five thousand. The liabilities are 
seventy thousand, all due depositors. If Mr. 
Mottley’s estate proves solvent, the creditors 
will lose but little. The heaviest depositor 
was Mr. R. Q. Wood, county trustee. The 
failure of the bank caused Mr. Awick, 
the assistant cashier, to assign. His liabilities 
are over twenty thousand dollars, principally 
notes. His assets arein real estate and will 

ay about tifty cents on the dollar. The Bank of 

ennessee was a state bank with a capital 
stock of forty thousand dollars. Mr. Mottley, 
the cashier who died last April, had been con- 
nected with it from the first. 


THE TRADE REPORT. 


The Volume of Business Greater—Failures, 
Etec. 

NEW York, May 23.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly 
review of trade, says: 

Speculation in some lines is active. The volume 
of jegitimate business is greater than it has been 
at this season in any previous year. Money is 
comparatively easy, and commercial credit undis- 
turbed. The volume of business at New York has 
been swelled by heavy speculation, and at Boston, 
sales of stock are three times those of last year. 
But bank clearings at Boston, Philadelphia and 
Chicago are twenty-nine per cent larger than a 
year ago, while the agyregate at all other points 
outside of New York is twenty-five per cent. 
above last year. Jailroad earnings for May 
show an increase of nearly fifteen per cent 
in spite of the cutting of rates. Foreign trade is 
heavy; exports from New York in May thus far 
are fourteen per cent higher than a year ago, and 
imports here six per cent larger. At all reporting 
points collections are fair, and there is apparently 
much confidence in the immediate commercial 
future. Labor strikes are nowhere mentioned as 
causing disturbances in trade.

Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, writing to 
Kate Field's Washington in regard to the 
defeat of the copyright bill, says: 
„have nothing to add to my recorded 
opinion of the dishonesty of stealing the 
labor of the soft-handed sons of toil. I 
cannot see that a callus on the palm confers 
any better claim to fair treatment than a 
furrow in the forehead and an aching in the 
brain.“ 

This is a very neat way of putting a fact— 
a moral principle, we may say—that ought 
to be plain to every person that appreciates 
the difference between honesty and dis- 
honesty. But there are eight Georgia con- 
gressmen who can probably enlighten Dr. 
Holmes and everybody else on this imporant 
subject. Take, for instance, Mr. Barnes, 
Mr. Blount, Mr. Carleton, Mr. Candler, Mr. 
Clements, Mr. Crisp, Mr. Grimes and Mr. 
Turner. These gentlemen voted against the 
copyright bill and in favor of international 
piracy, and they could no doubt enlighten 
Dr. Holmes on the subject. They could 
probably discourse by the hour on the justice 
of paying the inventor for his creations and 
robbing the author of his. 

It is true they have not made public their 
reasons for supporting by their votes a policy 
which is essentially dishonest, and there- 
fore disgraceful, but we have no doubt that 
they have reasons as plentiful as blackber- 
ries. We believe the people of the state 
would be glad to hear some of the reasons 
that influenced their representatives to fol- 


low the lead of Payson and Hopkins, of 


Illinois, and endorse by their votes the dis- 
reputable arguments made by these repub- 
Jiean shysters. 

Of one thing we are very certain. The 
people of Georgia are honest. That virtue 
is bred in their bones. They are honest and 
they believe in justice, 
nor sign have they ever intimated to their 
representatives in congress that they are in 
favor of a system of robbery. In no shape 
or form have they ever given their congress- 
men to understand that they have repudi- 
ated their training and traditions. 

In view of these things, it is indeed sur- 
prising that eight Georgia congressmen 
should have their votes recorded in favor of 
literary piracy. That they voted without 
due consideration we firmly believe.

The Why and the Wherefore. 

A correspondent, who informs us that he 
has forwarded to THE CONSTITUTION a 
pamphlet issued by the American Civil Ser- 
vice Keform association, takes occasion to 
inquire why we display hostility to civil ser- 
vice reform. 

No doubt our correspondent has been mis- 
led or misinformed. Tur CONSTITUTION 
has always been in favor of genuine civil 
service reform, just as it has always been 
opposed to the sham vanity that has been 
on tap in Washington during the past sey- 
eral years. We need not enter into a long 
essay in order to give our correspondent the 
particulars of our opposition and objection, 
nor do we deem it necessary to our political 
salvation to read the interesting tract which 
he says he has forwarded under cover to 
‘Tur CONSTITUTION. 

In the first place, the civil service reform, 
so-called, with which the country has been 
experimenting, is not suitable to our climate; 
it does not thrive in our salubrioys atmos- 
phere; it is not in accord with our political 
institutions; it is not in harmony with our 
‘methods; it is foreign to the ideas on which 
our government is based. It is a very good 
thing to talk about, and it is a very fine sub- 
ject for essays and other long-winded docu- 
ments that belong especially to the domain 
of the pamphieteer. It does no harm what- 
ever for the reformers to gather themselves 
together and pass long strings of resolutions. 
But when an attempt is made to put the so- 
called reform into practice, the result is not 
a happy one. 

Take the case of Mr. Cleveland. He made 
a serious and sincere attempt to give force 
and effect to the law that he found on the 
statute books. The great army of active 
professional republicans that he found in the 
departments he left there on the civil ser- 
vice reform theory of efficiency.” The re- 


sult, if not fatal to the success of the party, 


contributed largely to its defeat. There 
are no two opinions about that among people 
who know what they are talking about. The 
republicans have not made any attempt to 
carry out the law. Mr. Harrison has 
deemed it necessary to make a clean sweep, 
and it is not likely that the democrats will 
hereafter consider themselves under obliga- 
tions to beat their brains out with the butt- 
end of a republican farce. 

The reason the so-called civil service re- 
form will not flourish here is because the 
people will never consent to build up an 
office-holding class not amenable to popular 
approval or disapproval. This country is 
governed by parties and by party machinery.

A Study In Lunacy. 

When is a man insane? 

We have tons of literature on the subject 
from eminent specialists, and there are num- 
erous experts ready to pronounce judgment 
after fifteen minutes’ conversation with a 
suspected man, but many exceptional cases 
defy every recognized test. 

Shakespeare made a startling grouping of 
insane subjects when he said that the lunatic, 
the lover and the poet are of imagination all 
compact, Without discussing the suggested 
insanity of lovers and poets, the fact that the 
imaginative faculty is highly developed in 
lunatics is worthy of all the consideration 
that can be given to it. 

But when does imagination overstep its 
legitimate bounds and stamp its possessor as 
mentally unbalanced? Men have made 
themselves famous or notorious by their wild 
and extravagant flights of fancy, and yet 


have never been classed with the insane. On 


the other hand, there are persons whose in- 
tense and exaggerated style of speaking and 
writing has directed suspicion against them 
from every quarter. 

The most remarkable modern instance is 
that of George Francis Train. For years 
Mr. Train has been generally regarded as a 
lunatie. His flighty utterances, his fits of 
silence, his defiance of the law, his fasts, his 
belief in his Psycho, and numerous other 


eccentricities have placed him under the 


ban. And, yet, his status is uncertain. 
Courts have adjudged him insane, and they 
have also pronounced him sane. He man- 
ages his own affairs and makes money. His 
madness, if it may be called such, has plenty 
of method in it. Just at present there is 
every reason to believe that Train will finish 
his trip around the world inside of seventy 
days. To map out sucha journey, and make 


the business arrangements for it would 


bother many a perfectly sane man, but this 
phenomenon sweeps every obstacle aside 
without the slightest difficulty. 

But for his daring imagination this man 
would have been looked up to as a model 
eapitalist and developer. He sailed ships to 
India. He introduced street-cars in London, 

-and the telegraph in Australia. He had 
more to do with the building of the Union 
Pacific than any other man, His invest- 
ments have all turned out well and he is 
rich. 

Can such a man be insane? His speeches 
and unconventional conduct have sent him 
to jail in France, Ireland, England and the 


Clearly, this must be insanity. Still, a 
doubt will edge its way to the front. People 


cannot help respecting the intelleet of a man 


who manages complicated. affairs, makes 
money and saves it, 1 shows that his 
business judgment is of the highest order, 


It is fully as puzzling as the Jekyll and 


Hyde mystery. 

Here is a study in lunacy that has baffled 
the experts. There is one good thing about 
it—it brings men to the conclusion that the 


border line between sanity and insanity can-

ON'S RISE 


Tr BRINGS A CLOUD OFER THE 
FACTORIES IN GEORG14. 


The Staple Is More Precious Than for Ten 
Years Past—Statements About Atlanta's 
Mills and How the Rise Strikes them. 


Cotton continues to rise. 

And while it isa wind that blows mary 
people good, it is bringing great hardships and 
many ills ta others. 

Cotton is now worth eleven and a half cents,

They are threatened with hardships unto}d. 


Every factory in America today is covered 
by a shadow more or less gloomy for the thou- 


sands of operatives within, and unless the part 


which the cotton rise is playing be reversed 


dark days, indeed, will come to them, at least 


that is the opinion of the men who run the 
factories. 

The wonderful rise in cotton that has lately 
come so rapidly upon the factorymen has 
caught many of them without a sufi- 
cient supply of cotton to run their 
mills, and the consequence is that 
they will have to close their factories. 

Even in Georgia they will result with woful 
effect to many operatives, cutting them off 
from employment for the greater portion of 
he year. Several prominent mills in the 
state have already been forced to shut dewn, 
and others will follow suit very soon. 

Fortunately for the mills of Atlanta, they 
are all stocked with an abundant supply of the 
fleecy staple sufficient to last them until the 
new crop comes. 

The exact situation of the Atlanta factorice 
and what effect the rise in cotton would have 
on them, was ascertained by a ConstTITUTION 
reporter yesterday from each of the presidents 
of the great.cotton factories that cluster around 
the suburbs of the city. 

THE EXPOSITION MILLS. 

Major D. N. Speer, president of the Exposi- 
tion mills, talked at length and very interest- 
ingly about the rise in the cotton market. 

Cotton today is higher,“ he said, both 
here and in New York, than Iha e known it 
to be for ten years. The cause I coneeive to 
be the greatly increased demand for cotton, 
and in spite of the unusually large crop 
raised the past year we are confronted 
with the greatest consumption of the stapeI 
ever know. 

I believe this demand will continue to in- 
crease, too, as the next season begins, and [ 
am inclined to think that the consumptive 
world t year will take eight million -bales 


of the coming crop as readily as it has taken 


seven million of last year’s crop. The effect 
of this rise upon the Exposition mills 
will not be the same as upon many ot e, I 
am thankful to say. We have on hand an 
abundance of cotton, all that is necessary to 


carry us oyer to next year’s crop. We bought 


while cotton was much lower than at present, 
and for that reason congratulate ourselves. 

„But while this is true, we occupy a singu- 
lar position. We can sell our supply of cotton 
at from five to seven dollars per bale profit, 
and yet if we spin it and convert it into cloth, 
at the present price of cloth, it is doubtful if 
we get out more than even. Hence, it will be 
seen that we are running our mills solely for 
the benefit of the operatives. But, to speak 
generally, I may say that one of three things 
must occur—cotton goods must advance, cot- 
ton decline or the mills stop. We will not 
close the Exposition — mills unſess 
driven to an extreme, not foreseen at present, 
and will continue to run so long as we are 
able. 

“At the present price of cotton, I presume 
there is not a mill in Georgia that can more 
than defray running expenses and get out 
even. a 

„The mills of Georgia are under a double 
yoke and burden. The 
law passed by the last legislature for opera- 
tives in all cotton factories 
is working increased hardships for the Georgia 
factories just now. 

In Norty Carolina, South Carolina, Ala~ 
bama and Tennessee, adjacent states, the op- 
eratives and employers are free to contract as 
they will about hours for work. They work 
their mills twelve hours in each state, and for 


this reason can make goods cheaper than the. 


milisin Georgia—hence, another burden in 
our way caused by unfriendly legislation. 
This, together with the rise in cotton, puts a 
cloud over every mill in Georgia.“ 
THE ATLANTA COTION MILLS. 
Ex-Governor Bullock, president of the At- 


Janta Cotton mills, concurs with Major Speer 


about the situation of the cotton mills brought 
about by the rise in cotton, and in many re- 
sperts told the same story as did Major Speer. 


|< Governor Bullock said: 
“While the Atlanta Cotton mills wilbnot 


be shut down, we anticipate no profit in run- 
ning them through the summer months fur- 
rs than keeping things organized. and ia 
shape. 

The rise in cotton while sudden has not 
been s ising to me. A ion of the 
rise I think is due to anticipated silver legis- 
lation, and there is no doubt about it, if con- 
gress 1 a law that will give us freer 
currency, price will continue to advance. 
The price of cloth is more regulated 
than that of cotton, for it is based on the legit- 
imate plan of supply and demand, while cot- 
ton is gov more or less. speculation. 
No one knows even now how much of the great 
rise is dus to ion. 

“It requires about four months for the price 
of raw cotton to be refiected in the price of 
cloth. Very soon the price of cloth will 

. with cotton, if the latter 
continues high. We have enough cotton te 
carry us through the summer, and could ell 
at great protit and stop work, but it is wiser te 
hold our anization together, and for this 
reason we will not shut down.

Hunter then drew a pistol from his pocket, 
and after firing two shots at the crowd of 
white boys, started on a run for the woods. 

The pistol shots made the white boys mad, 
and they gave chase, firing rocks as they went. 

In the woods outside of the park, near Gul- 
latt street, Hunter was overhauled and his 
captors were about to do him up when out- 
siders came to the rescue. : 

The boys then surrounded the negro and 
marched him through town to the station- 
house, where a state case was booked against 
him for discharging firearms.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, May 23.—The stock market today 
showed a marked falling off in business, and a 
corresponding decline in the interest taken in 
speculation, very few stocks today fluctuating 
over arange more than a fraction, while move- 
ments in the general list were devoid of a feature 
of interest. There was no excitement whatever, 
such as has masked dealings almost every day lor 
the past month, and only in sugar refineries, 
which with Citizens’ Gas of Brooklyn, was the 
only stock showing any wide fluctuation, was 
there any approach to any such thing. 

In the regular list, grangers were still the most 
prominent feature and soon after the opening 
tod ay they became strong and advanced upon re- 
ports that there was to be an increase of rates. By 
noon, however, it became known that there was 
nothing in the rumors, and grangers sold down 
again. St. Paul, Rock Island and Lake Erie and 
Western common were strong features today, and 
the first named moved up sharply towards noon,but 
failed to maintain its advantage during the latter 
portion of the day. Atchison was, as a rule, weak, 
and with Richmond and West Point sagged away 
slowly, but steadily, though the latter received a 
good support around 26, until late in the after- 
noon. 

The market in the afternoon possessed less ani- 
mation, and showed smaller fluctuations than at 
any time within the past month, and at times be- 
came positively dull. The usual Friday realiza- 
tions, with some selling by London, caused the 
market to give way in the last hour, though sugar 
was extremely weak at times, and the close was 
quiet but heavy to weak generally at insignificant 
changes for the day. 

Final changes are irregular, but declines are in 
a large majority, though in no case among the 
active stocks for more than fractional amounts. 
Sales aggregated 265,000 listed, and 74,000 unlisted.
